British army taking precautions against terrorists 


LONDON (AP) -The massive British 


Army operation against Arab terrorist 
attacks at London airport has spread to 
the grounds of Windsor Castle, the royal 
residence six miles away. 


Queen Elizabeth II was not there 


Sunday when the troops arrived in ar- 
mored cars to mount guard. She was 
staying at her Sandringham estate, 
more than 100 miles away in rural Nor- 
folk. 


Some 400 troops and police with 


machine guns, tanks and armored cars 
are covering Heathrow International 


Airport in an alert unprecedented in 
British peacetime history. The troops 
were sent to Windsor because the castle 
lies on one of the flight paths into 
Heathrow. 
Police stopped and searched hundreds 


of can on side roads while soldiers with 
dogs patrolled the meadows at the edge 
of the airfield. Other uniformed troops 
and plainclotbesmen patrolled inside 
terminals. 


British newspapers said the cordon 


was ordered late Friday night after 
several Western intelligence services 


reported terrorists had smuggled three 
Soviet SAM7 antiaircraft missiles from 
Libya to Europe to strike at flying 
civilian jetliners. 


The missile can reportedly be dis- 


mantled and hidden in a suitcase. It is 
fired from a shoulder launcher and 
homes in on the heat of the plane's jet 
exhaust. 


Another report said that several 


terrorist groups "who do not share a 
common aim" were cooperating in a plot 
to launch at least 20 attacks soon 
throughout Europe. The report did not 


elaborate. 


Security precautions were also 


stepped up at airports in Amsterdam, 
Brussels, Rome, Bonn and other major 
West European cities. Canadian airports 
joined in the fp"*^' security alert. 


But British security sources ruled out 


a direct connection between the expected 
attacks and the arrest of members of an 
alleged arm smuggling ring apparently 
based in California. 


At New York's Kennedy Airport, FBI 


agents questioned Robin Orbin, 25, a San 
Diego model stopped and turned back by 


British authorities at Heathrow Airport. 
They identified her as a "known as- 
sociate" of three persons arrested in 
England earlier and charged with pos- 
session of firearms. 


They are Allison Thompson, 18, a 


Santa Barbara, Calif., model; Abdelkhir 
el-Hakkaoui, 25, a Moroccan student at 
Santa Barbara Community College, and 
Athar Naseem, 21, a Pakistani student at 
the college. 


Another man, Theodore Brown, a U.S. 


Navy veteran, was arrested Saturday at 
Travis Air Force Base in California and 


charged with helping Miss Thompson 
smuggle arms into Britain. 


The British government also was ex- 


pected more bombing attacks by the 
Irish Republican Army, which struck 
five times in London over the weekend. 


Two of the targets Saturday were army 


generals. A bomb exploded outside the 
home of Maj. Gen. Philip Ward, 
damaging nearby buildings but not in- 
juring anyone. Another bomb was 
placed in a suitcase outside the home of 
Lt. Gen. Sir Cecil Blacker, adjutant- 
general of the defense ministry, but it 
failed to go off. 
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Control of 
huge firms in 
a few hands 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Two Senate 


subcommittees have charged that con- 
trol of many of the nation's largest cor- 
porations is hidden from government 
regulators and concentrated in the 
hands of a very few institutional inves- 
tors, especially large banks. 


In a 419-page report, two government 


operations subcommittees said they 
found "a massive cover-up of the extent 
to which holdings of stock have become 
concentrated." 


Overall, the report said, Chase 


Manhattan Bank was the single largest 
stockholder in 20 companies; First Nat- 
ional City Bank in nine; Morgan 
Guaranty in four; Bankers Trust and 
Chemical Bank in three each; and Bank 
of New York, Bank of America and First 
National Bank of Chicago in two each- 


Firms doing substantial business in 


Wisconsin which were named in the 
report included North Central Airlines, 
the Soo Line, the Wisconsin Electric 
Power Co., the Wisconsin Public Public 
Service Co., and the Madison Gas & 
Electric Co. 


The report was issued Sunday by the 


chairmen, Sens. Lee Metcalf, D-Mont., 
and Edmund S. Muskie, D-Mame 


"At least 28 institutions are known to 


manage investment portfolios in excess 
of $5 billion each," the report said. The 
list of those 28 institutions included 17 of 
the nation's largest banks and seven of 
the largest insurance companies. 


The consequences of concentration of 


control are extensive, the subcommit- 
tees reported. 


"The role of institutional investors is 


of course not limited to the acquisition 
and sale of stock and the right, in many 
cases, to vote it," the report said. "Some 
institutional investors make loans to 
companies in which they invest, or 
provide insurance coverage. 


"Their representatives often sit on the 


companies' boards of directors. Some- 
times institutional investors help facili- 
tate or block mergers." 


The subcommittee's information was 


gathered from responses from 324 of the 
nation's largest companies that had 
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been asked to identify their top 30 
stockholders. Of those 324, only 89 res- 
ponded fully, the report said. 


In many cases, the report said, the 


true identities of the institutional 
stockholders were hidden behind 
nominee or street names. 


For example, Chase Manhattan Bank 


frequently appears under the names of 
Cudd & Co., Kane & Co. and Egger & Co. 
First National City Bank also is known 
by the street names of Gerlach & Co., 
Weber & Co. Thomas & Co., and King & 
Co. 


"The consequence of this continuing 


use of nominees in ownership reports to 
federal regulators is a massive cover-up 
of the extent to which holdings of stock 
have become concentrated," the report 
said. 


It noted that a translation of nominee 


names is possible only through use of a 
little-known publication called the 
Nominee List, published by the

Nixon at 
work on 
state talk 


SAN CLEMENTE. Calif. (AP) - 


President Nixon is turning his attention 
this week to final plans for next year's 
federal budget and preparation of his 
State of the Union message. 


Director Roy Ash of the Office of 


Management and Budget flew here 
during the weekend to participate in 
last-minute decisions on the $300- 
billion-plus budget for fiscal year 1975, 
beginning July 1. 


Chief speech writer Ray Price also was 


at the Western White House helping with 
preliminary drafts of a State of the Union 
message Nixon is expected to deliver in 
person to Congress shortly after it starts 
its 1974 session Jan. 21. 


On Sunday, Nixon took his family to 


services at the San Clemente Pres- 
byterian Church. It was Nixon's first 
appearance at public worship services 
since last Easter, when he heard a 
Presbyterian minister in Key Biscayne, 
Fla., deliver a sermon that included 
apparent references to the Watergate 
scandal. 


There was no mention of scandal at 


Sunday's service. The Rev. Joseph 
Stephens, the pastor, told the Nixons 
they could be assured of his prayers. 


During another prayer, he asked that 


"God keep us steadfast, undefeated, 
undishonored and unashamed." 


With the President were Mrs. Nixon, 


daughter Tricia Cox and Florida neigh- 
bor C. G. "Bebe" Rebozo. 


Before returning to their oceanside 


home, the Nixons stood outside the 
church in a rain and posed for phot- 
ographs with the minister. 


The Nixons had guests for dinner Sat- 


urday night, including actor John 
Wayne, television producer Paul Keyes 
and his wife, Rebozo and Patricia Hitt, 
a former assistant secretary of health, 
education and welfare. 


Also on Saturday, Nixon announced he 


was naming W. J. Usery Jr., director of 
the Federal Mediation Service, to the 
additional new post of special assistant 
for labor relations. Usery, seen by some 
as a potential successor to Secretary of 
Labor Peter J. Brennan, had planned to 
quit government to become Director of 
Organization for the AFL-CIO. 
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Surprise landing 


His Eminence, Archbishop lakovos of New York City, was 
surprised during the Epiphany celebration in Tarpon Springs, 
F!a., Sunday as he released a dove and it flew back and 
landed on his head during the ceremonies.

Baker sued for 
return of funds 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A major 


scandal that plagued the presidency of 
Lyndon B. Johnson is in the spotlight 
again with the government trying to 
recover more than $100,000 from Robert 
G. (Bobby) Baker. 


A civil trial opens today in which the 


government claims Baker took the 
money for influence-peddling while 
secretary to the Senate's Democratic 
majority. 


Baker admits receiving the money but 


contends that the civil action should be 
dismissed because the money was 
legally paid him for work outside his 
Senate duties. 


In any case, he maintains, the 


government has no right to sue him for 
the money. Only those who gave it to him 
have such a right. 


Baker is not expected to testify during 


the one-week trial before U.S. District 
Judge George L. Hart Jr. The govern- 
ment has indicated it may call as wit- 
nesses Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield, D-Mont., and representatives 
of companies that paid money to Baker. 


Baker, 45, exercised considerable 


power while Johnson was the Senate 
majority leader. He reportedly became 
a millionaire while serving as secretary 
to the Senate Democratic majority from 
January 1955 until October 1963. 


He was sentenced to three years in 


prison after being convicted of seven 
counts, including obtaining $137,000 
illegally through influence-peddling, 
underpayment of income tax in 1961 and 


1962, helping another person falsify his 
income tax returns and pocketing polit- 
ical contributions for his own use. 


Baker was paroled in June 1972 after 


spending nearly 17 months in prison. 


The government claims in its suit that 


it is entitled to recover $108,968.25 
allegedly paid Baker to influence 
government decisions because Baker 
"subverted the trust placed in him." 


A pre-trial examiner's report filed last 


July said Baker "contends that the cir- 
cumstances under which he received the 
monies ... were not markedly different 
from the circumstances which other 
employes, agents or representatives of 
the United States received monies dur- 
ing his relationship with the government 
which began in 1943." 


Prince Charles takes 
spill during polo match 


SINGAPORE (AP) -Prince Charles, 


heir to the British throne, took a spill 
from his horse during a polo match here 
but remounted and continued the game. 


The prince, who recently arrived here 


to join the frigate HMS Jupiter as com- 
munications officer, fell during a match 
Sunday at the Singapore Polo Club. But 
he pulled himself up and walked around 
before remounting. 


His team lost 5-2. 


Faith keeps them warm at winter baptism 


ROMULUS, Mich. (AP) -With snow, 


falling and the temperature in the teens, 
two women dressed in their Sunday best 
walked to a hole in the ice to be baptized 
by total immersion in the Huron River. 


"I feel good," said Sister Margaret, 


minutes before her baptism Sunday. 
"I've overthrown Satan. He fought me 
last night. He said, Tell them you'll go 
in the summer when it's not so cold.' 


"But the Lord said, 'You might no' 


have the time. You'll lose grace. I'll take 
care of you.' " 


Along the riverbank in Lower Huron 


Metropolitan Park, some 50 members of 
the Little Ida Church of Ecorse, Mich., 
huddled together singing: "Halleljah to 
Jesus who died on the tree, 


"To raise up this ladder of mercy for 


me. 


"Press onward, climb onward, the top 


is in view, 


"There's a crown of bright glory 


waiting for you." 


The Rev. Lloyd Smith and his 


congregation fell to their knees in the 
snow as the ceremony began. 


The pastor pressed his head to the ice 


on a shallow stretch of the river and 
prayed: "Oh Lord, thank you for these 
two that have come out here today. Oh 
Lord, bless these two candidates." 


The minister then walked out onto the 


ice. In the middle of the river, he stepped 
into a spot clear of ice, the frigid water 
rising to his knees. He motioned for the 
Rev. Walter Smith, assistant pastor of 
the church, to join him. 


Sister Margaret, who would not give 


her full name or address, and Mrs. Lee 
Belcher, 50, of Lincoln Park, Mich., went 
to the hole in the ic?. 


"You don't get cold; the Lord keeps 


you warm," a woman on the bank 
explained quietly. 


Sister Margaret emerged from total 


immersion without so much as a shiver, 
her face aglow, throwing kisses toward 
the congregation. 


Then the ministers leaned Mrs. 


Belcher backward under the river 
water. 


The Rev. Mr. Smith asked if any 


others wished baptism. "If so, we'll go 
out there again," he said. 


No one else requested baptism. 


and sale 
is upheld 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Supreme 


Court today declined to hear appeals 
from members of the Menominee Indian 
tribe of Wisconsin challenging sale of 
tribal lands for recreational home sites. 


The justices rejected the challenges to 


decisions of the Wisconsin Supreme 
Court which upheld the home site and 
artificial lake project begun in 1968. 


In other matters, the court today 


denied a hearing to gasolin station 
operators fighting Phase 4 price con- 
trols and agreed to review a lower court 
decision giving journalists greater ac- 
cess to California prison inmates for 
interviews. 


Individual members of the tribe went 


into state court to halt the sale of the land 
to non-Menominees and to block cons- 
truction of a system of three artificial 
lakes for the 5170 project called Lakes of 
the Menominees. 


The project was a joint venture 


between the Menominee Enterprises, 
Inc., (MEI) a corporation set up to 
manage tribal assets, and a developer, 
N.E. Isaacson & Associates, Inc. 


The individual members alleged that 


MEI lacked authority to sell the land to 
non-Menominees without a two-thirds 
vote of tribe members. 


The state Supreme Court held that a 


voting trust established when the tribe 
corporation was created was empowered 
to authorize the sale. 


The individual tribe members argued 


that the state court failed to apply the 
proper standard in determining ques- 
tions involving the Indians, and erred in 
permitting violation of the federal law 
terminating 
control 
over 
the 


Menominees and violation of tribal 
hunting and fishing rights. 


In the pricing case, two station 


operators suing for themselves and all 
others in similar circumstances called 
the regulations applied to retail 
gasoline outlets as arbitrary and 
capricious. 


The specific point on appeal to the high 


court was a ruling by the temporary 
emergency court of appeals set up to 
handle price control suits. The court 
held that the station operators must 
exhaust administrative remedies before 
going to court. 


The litigation began last August prior 


to the present petroleum shortage. An 


attorney for the station operators said 
the shortage in some cases has worsened 
the economic plight of the operators 
despite higher prices at the pump 
because less gasoline is being sold and 
operators were still working on last 
summer's profit margin. 


The named petitioners in the case 


were Murray Anderson, operator of a 
service station at Waycross, Ga.; and 
Joseph J. Grish, operator of stations at 
Frazer and Sterling Heights, Mich. 


California state officials had appealed 


a decision by a three-judge panel of the 
U.S. District Court in San Francisco 
that a rule banning interviews with 
specific inmates was unconstitutionally 
broad. 


The high court will hear argument 


later this term. 


The regulation overturned by the 


federal court had allowed reporters in- 
terviews with randomly selected in- 
mates but had prohibited reporters from 
seeing specific inmates and did not allow 
inmates to solicit interviews. 


The state argued in a brief that the rule 


was necessary to maintain discipline. An 
earlier policy of allowing all interview 
requests was ended in 1971 after five 
persons were killed during an attempted 
escape at San Quentin. 


Prison officials argued that the 


violence was partly caused by the not- 
oriety given certain inmates through the 
liberal interview policy. 


The case arose when a San Quentin 


inmate, Booker T. Hillery, filed a 
complaint, saying that officials denied 
him an interview with Earth magazine. 


Later, other prisoners and several 


reporters joined in the complaint. 


A federal court judge ruled in 1972 that 


the regulation violated the prisoners' 
constitutional right of free speech. 
However, the state argued that the judge 
was without jurisdiction and the case 
was sent to the three-judge panel. 


The court ruled that the state had 


shown no compelling interest for the 
regulation. 


The court also rejected the argument 


that the ban had infringed on the First 
Amendment rights of the press, saying, 
"It has been made clear in recent 
decisions by the Supreme Court that the 
press enjoys no greater right to access 
to news sources than the average cit- 
izen."

Ballet examines 
origin of troubles 


GREEN BAY -A Greek myth that 


seeks to explain the origin of all the 
troubles in the world provides the 
original source of "Pandora," a ballet 
which will be presented in five perfor- 
mances Thursday through Saturday at 
the University of Wisconsin-Green Bay. 


Choreographed by Juanita Makaroff, 


the 35-minute ballet will be performed 
by students in the dance classes of 
Nikolai Makaroff, assistant professor of 
theater arts at UWGB. Also to be per- 
formed during the program will be 
excerpts from several other well-known 
ballets in the classic repertoire, includ- 
ing the Walt2 of the Flutes from 
Tchaikovsky's "The Nutcracker" and a 
dance sequence from the Offenbach 
opera, "Tales of Hoffman." 


Although the Pandora story came 


from Greek mythology, the ballet is 
actually based on a 19th century version 
of the story, "The Paradise of 
Children," by Nathaniel Hawthorne. 
The story is included in Hawthorne's 
books for children, "Tanglewood Tales" 
and "Grandfather's Chair." 


Mrs. Makaroff chose three works by 


Rimsky-Korsakoff as the musical basis 
of the three parts of the ballet. In pan 
one. which introduces the characters 
of the story —including the lonely bov, 
Epimetheus, and Pandora, the girl sent 
by the gods to be his companion — the 
music of "Capriccio Espanol" depicts a 
happy, carefree world in which nothing 
sad or troublesome is ever allowed to 
happen. Part two, with the music of "Le 
Coq d'Or," introduces Quicksilver, the 
messenger of the gods, and . a 
mysterious box brought in by the 
members 
of Quicksilver's 
court. 


Epimetheus and Pandora, although 
warned never to open the box, finally 
succumb to curiosity. As the second 
part of the ballet ends, the box is 
c;>ened, and all the troubles of the world 
rush out to plague mankind. 


In a frenzied dance, the Troubles tor- 


ment the principal characters, accom- 
panied by the Festival at Bagdad music 
"from "Scheherezade." When at last 
Hope also emerges from the box, the 
music slows for a beautiful dance that is 
1-the climax of the ballet. 
f "Since childhood, I have been fas- 
-yinated by myths, and Pandora has al- 
ways been a favorite of mine," Mrs. 
Makaroff commented. "So when it 


came to designing a new ballet, the 
stoty of Pandora was a natural choice." 


With the story idea in mind, Mrs. 


Makaroff searched for appropriate 
music, and found it in the Rimsky-Kor- 
sakoff compositions. 


"Not only are these selections exactly 


right for setting the contrasting moods 
of the story, but Rimsky-Korsakoff is 
very helpful to the choreographer —his 
music lends itself especially well to 
dance movement," she added. 


The locale of the original story is 


suggested in sets by Russel Whaley of 
the faculty and costumes of Grecian 
design. And the movements of the 
dance will generally follow the dictates 
of classical ballet. 


"But don't expect it to look like 


'Swan 
Lake' 
or 'Giselle,' " the 


choreographer warned. "The position- 
ing and the movement are bv intention 
less severe than in classical ballet, 
because the emotions of the characters 
must come through. This is partly done 
by the dance itself, partly by the per- 
former. A good dance should help the 
performer to express emotion." 


Twenty dancers are involved in the 


production, including students enrolled 
as undergraduates at UWGB and high 
school students who are also members 
of Makaroff's classes on the campus. 
Makaroff is artistic director of the 
ballet. Nesbitt Blaisdell will be narrator 
during the performances. 


The production of "Pandora" is 


sponsored by the UWGB communica- 
tion-action concentration in association 
with the Northeastern Wisconsin Dance 
Organization (NEWDO), a regional or- 
ganization dedicated to promoting 
dance education and performance. The 
ballet will be given in evening perfor- 
mances at 8:15 p.m. Matinees are 
scheduled at 1:15 p.m. Friday and Sa- 
turday. 


General admission, student and 


children's tickets for all performances 
are on sale at the UWGB Box Office and 
Information Center. 


The production will be the inaugural 


event in the new Creative Communica- 
tion Theater at UWGB. Visitors who 
come for the Friday matinee perfor- 
mance will be required to obtain free 
parking permits at the welcoming booth 
located on the main entrance drive near 
the visitor parking lot.

"He was just kidding," Earl Kelley 


said. Kelley operates the Rajah 30 Union 


Carbide uranium-vanadium mine under 
contract. "She's doing all right. As a 
matter of fact, I just might hire a woman 
crew." 


Kelley is Vicki's father. "I just can't 


find a miner to hire," Kelley said one 
night at the family dinner table. Since 
the mill in Uravan curtailed operations, 
the skilled miners moved out. Most of 
the old timers around are too ill to work, 
he said. 


So Vicki bought a lunchbox and went 


to work. She was the only miner to wear 


makeup.

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'Welfare needs 
basic thinking,' 
Ehricke writes

"Basic thinking" is the way to wel- 


fare reform, Appteton Welfare Director 
Merton Ehricke believes. 


Tougher tests for welfare eligibility, 


stiffer penalties for deserting parents 
and a tighter system to prevent people 
who don't deserve welfare from getting 
it are what is needed, he wrote in an 
article prepared for submissskm to a 
California-based religious magazine. 


"Welfare has almost become a 


guarantee to anyone who simply 
doesn't want to resolve their problems 
(that they themselves can solve) and to 
reward the law-breaker, the promis- 
cuous," said the 48-year-old local 
director who has headed the program 
here since 1961. 


Ehricke thinks he runs a tight ship. 


The department was already operating 
under a voucher payment (instead of 
cash payment) system when he 
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arrived, but he said be has improved 
the procedures used to investigate 
welfare claims to separate the deserv- 
ing from the non-deserving. 


Ehricke believes, he wrote in the 


manuscript, that "the real legitimate 
welfare client is getting the raw deal of 
having to unjustly get public scorn, 
ridicule and resentment because of 
those who take advantage of the 


American taxpayers' heart." 
"It's just so unfair to give all welfare 


clients condemnation for the few who 
give it a dirty name." he laments. 


Ehricke said he has gained "greater 


insight" into welfare since starting in 
the profession, when be "accepted the 
concept that welfare was necessary." 


Now, 
he has found himself angry 


over relief that goes to "support the 


irresponsible, the person who con- 
tinually violates the law, the man or 
woman who can work but won't and 
others who become self-induced wel- 
fare cases more by their own choice 
than by circumstances beyond their 
control. 


"I see cries of welfare rights, 


demands 
for 
more, 
and 
legal 


maneuvering," he continues. "I con- 
tinue to have disgust in being forced to 
help those who can, but won't help 
themselves, with no justification to be 
called 'deserving.' " 


A "good start" toward real welfare 


reform, he said, would be: 


—A new examination and evaluation 


of federal provisions and policies 
handed down state and county welfare 
departments. 


— More use of direct vendor and/or

Darkness not liked, 
and neither is the cold

It was pitch dark and four below zero this morning 


when Mrs. Christine Barta parked her automobile in 
front of St. Joseph Catholic Elementary School. 


Five heavily bundled youngsters, including two of her 


own, piled out of the car and hurried into the Lawrence 
Street entrance- 


There was a steady stream of headlights from autos 


as they pulled up in front of St. Joseph to let children 
out for school. Busloads of children also pulled up. 


The crossing guarjl periodically stepped in front of 


the stream of traffic on Lawrence to allow a few 
youngsters who had walked to school across the busy 
street.

It was business as usual at the parochial school, one 


of four in the city that starts school early because of a 
busing program that accommodates public school 
youngsters for a later starting time. Some youngsters 
in the four schools are boarding buses at 7 a.m. or 
starting to walk by about that time. 


But this morning it was darker than usual because it 


was the first school day under the new federal Daylight 
Saving Time. Clocks were turned one hour ahead* over 
the weekend, and that pushed the sunrise to 8:29 a.m. 
today. 


The nationwide Daylight Saving Time was instituted 


as one of several energy conservation measures. Wis- 


consin normally goes on DST on the last Sunday in 
April and returns to standard time the last Sunday in 
October, but during the warm weather season the days 
are longer, and there are less problems with early 
morning dark. 


Appleton's public school elementary pupils don't face 


the problem because they have been starting classes at 
9 a.m. the past two years under a program that 
provides teachers with the 8 to 9 a.m. period for 
preparation and planning. Junior high and high school 
students generally arrive earlier, including some for 7 
a.m. classes. 


However, the most concern about youngsters, walking 


in the dark to school is for the elementary children. 
They are less likely to be comfortable in the dark or

Mrs. Barta spoke rather strongly about her feelings 


this morning as she brought in five youngsters. "It 
stinks. Why? Because I'm not letting my children walk 
to school in the dark." 


The Bartas live at 731 W. Franklin St. Mrs. Barta is 


going to drive her youngsters to school from now on, 
and anticipates taking her neighbors' and sister-in 
law's youngsters also. She said she may have up to 13 
riding with her. 


She has children in first grade and kindergarten.

—Gas service should be turned off by 


the gas company. 


—Phone service may be disconnected. 
—Deliveries of mail, newspapers and 


the like should be halted. 


— All liquids and perishable goods 


should be removed from the refrigera- 
tor, freezer and cupboards. Refrigera- 
tor and freezer doors should be left 
open. 


— All doors and windows should be 


secured, and police should be notified 
that the house will bejeft vacant. 


Police and a friend or neighbor should 


be notified where you can be reached. A 
key should be left with a neighbor, if 
possible.

Outagamie, Winnebago to sponsor 
programs to ease unemployment

Outagamie and Winnebago counties 


will be two of 12 prime sponsors under 
the new federal Manpower Act which 
is aimed at reducing the effects of 
unemployment caused through reloca- 
tions and other factors. 


William Bechtel, executive director 


of the Wisconsin State Manpower 
Planning Council, said that with funds 
provided through the federal act local 
governments may be able to ease the 
effect of the energy crisis on jobs. 


Outagamie County Executive Alvin 


Woehler, who has been named chair- 
man for public services on the National 
Association of Counties (NACO) man- 
power committee, said the new man- 
power act 
replaces 
the various 


programs which had been in existence, 
such as the Emergency Employment 
Act 
(EEA) 
and 
the 
Public 


Employment Program (PEP). 


The Manpower Act provides funds 


for job* counseling, education, voca- 


tional training, on-the-job training and 
the various supportive services. It also 
provides incentive pay to employers 
for providing traiping programs for 
people. 


Woehler said he would temporarily 


name his assistant, Robert Steffens, to 
coordinate the program in Outagamie 
County. A county planning council will 
be required under the act. 


Bechtel termed the federal act, "an 


important new weapon to use in 
dealing with layoffs relating to the 
energy crisis." He estimated it would 
provide at least a few hundred jobs, 
and could provide hundreds more with 
additional appropriations. 


Wisconsin's allocation under the 


program 
is $20 million. Bechtel 


predicted that rising unemployment 
caused by the energy crisis would prod 
Congress into approving an additional 
$1 billion for the program nationally. 


Woehler said he would be attending 


a manpower conference sponsored by 
NACO in Washington next Monday and 


Tuesday. He said the county officials 
would be meeting with William Kol- 
berg, assistant secretary of labor for 
manpower, to provide county input for 
the regulations which still must be 
developed for the program. 


Bechtel said the key asset of the new 


legislation is that it permits local 
government greater flexibility in using 
the funds to meet local needs. 


Earlier 
manpower 
legislation 


required that specific percentages of 
the funds go for manpower training, 
youth employment or rural work 
programs, for example. 


This also is the first time that 


smaller units of government have been 
permitted to be prime sponsors of the 
program. "Now any city or county of 
100,000 population can be a prime. 
sponsor. Previously the minimum 
population had been 150,000 which 
limited sponsorship in Wisconsin to the 
state, the city and county of Milwaukee 
and Madison.

businesses and organizations. Past at- 
tempts, Le Beau explained, have been 
largely unsuccessful. 


Most of the consistent contributions 


have come from a few of the service 
clubs and from merchants, Le Beau 
said.

The corps has grown to 120 members 
and last year it made more than 70 
appearances in five states, competing 
against many nationally ranked corps. 


The top drum and bugle corps in

savings and loan firm donated S40.000 
to get the Blue Stars started and has 
committed $20,000 annually, according 
to Le Beau.

by a major insurance company there 
and the Casper Troopers, of Casper,

is totally supported by a cons- 


truction company. 


The Americanos can't continue to 


exist on small contributions and 
door-to-door drives and pizza sales, Le 
Beau commented today. 


Most people do not realize, for in- 


stance, that corps instructors and 
directors must be paid, he explained. 
Salaries are projected at $17,540 in the 
current budget.

The same amount is budgeted for

complish in his first term of office. 


Carver, 35, was sworn in today to 


the bench of County Court Branch 3.

torney unseated the incumbent 
judge, James Sitter. 


Carver sees his job on the bench 


as a logical extension of the district 
attorney's duties. 


"It's the different end of the same 


problem. Being in court isn't a 
great deal different. I don't an- 
ticipate any real problems. 


"I hope to understand and 


~ appreciate the problems of law en- 


forcement and at the same time, see 
the problems of the defendant." 


"I feel," the county's youngest 


judge continued, "that I'll have to 
be mutually fair." 


One of the hallmarks of a fair 


•- judge, Carver related, is his con- 


sistency. All cases, "from traffic 
tickets to severe felony cases," are 
worthy of equitable treatment, he 
said. However, the task won't be an 
easy one. 


"1 don't anticipate that it's an 


easy court to sit in," said Carver, 
who prosecuted many cases there. 
"I think there's going to be unhappy 
people leaving that court from time 
to time." 


Carver was interviewed on the eve 


of taking the bench and gave a 
personal appraisal of his views on 
imprisonment, plea bargaining, 
judicial salaries, and drug abuse. 


He saw jail and imprisonment as 


last resorts. "Everywhere we look, 
jail is the thing we try to avoid if 
something else, probation for ins- 
tance, is more appropriate," Carver 
observed. He won't become known 
as "the 
hanging judge," he 
; predicted.

Plea bargaining is an essential 


part of the judicial process, Carver 
believed. "It's not just an essential 
job of the district attorney's office, 
but also an obligatory one," he said. 


Original charges are brought 


hurriedly, often under duress, and 
for the purpose of finding probable 
cause that a defendant committed a 
crime, Carver said. When a charge 
is altered through plea bargaining, 
it is usually the only fair route to go. 


At trial, a defendant must be 


found guilty beyond a reasonable 
doubt. This is 
immeasurably 


tougher than the earlier "probable 
cause" requirement, Carver said. 
"In a lot of cases, there's no plea 
bargaining at all, because the 
original charge turns out to be the 
fairest." 


"The public sees it as reducing 


the charge. It's not. It's amending 
it. There's nothing secret or un- 
derhanded about it at all. It's a 
matter of public record." Further- 
more, plea bargaining has its prac- 
tical, beneficial aspects. 


It's 
easier to rehabilitate a 


defendant who pleads guilty and 
saves money by eliminating the 
need for trial, Carver says.

Speeders get 
more warnings, 
not tickets 


Drivers apparently are getting the 


benefit of the doubt in regard to en- 
forcement 
of Wisconsin's new 55 
m.p.h. speed limit. 


According to figures made available 


today by the state patrol headquarters, 
about 2 1/2 times as many warnings 
were issued in comparison to speeding 
arrests made during a one-week period 
ending at midnight Saturday. 


Throughout Wisconsin, state patrol- 


men issued 895 written warnings for 
speeding and made 361 arrests. The 
figures do not include arrests made by 
city or county officers. 


In the patrol's district which includes 


Outagamie, Winnebago and Calumet 
counties, a total of 92 warnings were 
issued and 54 arrests made. 


John Schoenick, planning chief of the

Judicial changes greet new judge 


OSHKOSH -"This is not a placid 


time to be coming onto this bench," 
Judge Thomas S. Williams said of 
the County Court Branch I judge- 
ship 
which 
he assumed 
this 
morning. 


The new judge was referring to 


changes in law that are taking place 
in some areas that his court will 
handle, such as probate, mental

commitments 
and 
adoption. 


Besides the law changes, there are 
a few changes Williams would like 
to help make himself. 


Though Branch I is commonly 


referred to as probate court, the 
caseload is almost equally divided 
between probate and family rela- 
tions, including many divorce 
cases. The 40-year old judge is 
replacing Herbert J. Mueller, who 
had held the post since 1957 and 
decided not to run for re-election. 


The major change Williams will 


be pushing for is establishment of a 
form of family court. Though one 
judge can't handle all family relat- 
ed matters in Winnebago County, 
Williams wants to see them all 
channeled through one court. He 
sees it as better coordinating 
divorces and other family related 
cases. Juvenile cases could also 
conceivably be f unneled through the 
family court. 


Williams noted the need for a 


change in the divorce 
setup. 


Presently they are divided in such a 
way that "kind of has the people 
shopping for judges." Williams 
said judges react differently, so 
someone seeking a divorce will look 
for a judge with a reputation of 
doing things the way he or she 
wants it done. 


The change Williams would like 


would have all divorce cases 
venued into one court, most 
logically Branch I, and then have 
all of the county judges sit in that 
court on a rotating basis. Cases 
would be drawn in such a way that 
no one would be choosing a par- 
ticular judge, and the judges could 
confer beforehand to see that their 
decisions will be uniform. 


That and all other changes that 


might come about in Williams' 
court are still in the talking stage. 
The judiciary committee of the 
county board of supervisors will be 
involved in the decisions, and any 
proposed changes are subject to 
public hearings- Williams said 
family courts differ from county to 
county, and some would be looked 
at before any recommendations are 
made for Winnebago County. 


Before more is done toward es- 


tablishment of a family court, 
Williams said he would probably 
need a couple of months on the 
bench to experience how caseloads 
are being allocated. He expected 
that himself and County Branch II 
Judge James Sarres" would be 
handling some criminal cases for a 
time while criminal court Judge 
William Carver settles into his 
Branch III bench. Carver will not be 
able to judge for criminal cases that 
he worked on as prosecutor while in 
the district attorney's position. 


Mental commitment and adoption 


cases, included in Williams' duties, 
are also undergoing constitutional 
changes. With the new year came 
creation of the 51.42 Board, named 
after the state legislation that 
required it. Board members will be 
involved in mental commitment 
procedures, and no one, including 
Williams, is sure yet exactly how it 
is going to work. Williams is 
currently working with board 
members and County Executive 
Orrin 
King 
in 
establishing 


procedures. As in the past, the 
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judge will make rulings on com- 
mitments. But the change is that 
the new board then will decide 
where the person is to be committed 
— to a hospital, nursing home or 
other institution. Williams said he 
expects he will make recommenda- 
tions to the board in each case, 
telling where he thinks the com- 
mitment should be. 


The commitment bill also will 
allow more options for the person 
facing 
possible 
commitment. 


Williams said there is a chance the 
commitment can be challenged 
more easily, and his court may find 
itself with a number of commitment 
trials. 


An adoption change also may 


produce more contested cases for 
Williams' court, resulting in more 
jury trials than branch one has ever 
seen. The change will come if a 


constitutional challenge of adoption 
procedures is successful. The 
challenge seeks more rights lor the 
father of an illegitimate child who is 
put up for adoption, currently the 
father has no rights, but the 
proposal would mean the father has 
to be notified of an adoption 
procedure, and he could then 
challenge the adoption. 


"These are actually pretty basic 


rights," Williams said, referring to 
both the commitment and adoption 
changes. "I can't argue with either 
of the rationale." He noted that the 
changes are bringing more rights 
for the persons affected by court 
actions, just as the same was done 
in criminal areas about a decade 
ago with the Miranda and other 
laws. 


"All of this makes it more 


challenging for a judge." Williams 


said. He recalled something his 
E 


andfatner toM him years ago: "A 
wyer can always be frustrated, 


but never be bored." He suspects 
that will also hold true for a judge. 


Williams lives with his wife and 


four children in rural Omro. He 
said he expects to continue as 
president of the Winnebago County 
Big Brothers, and hopes to continue 
also as a member of the Advocap 
board of directors and a delegate to 
the Conservation Congress. He said 
he would have to study to see if 
there are conflicts between the judge- 
ships and his other positions. 


He said there "has to be" regrets 


over leaving his law practice, which 
he followed his grandfather and 
father in. "I will miss many of the 
associations I have now," he said.

Should pros go back to college ? 


By WILL GBIMSLEY 


HOUSTON (AP) -The nation's 


armchair quarterbacks, eyes 
aflame and popping from the 
holiday feast of college bowl and pro 
playoff games, are steeling them- 
selves for one final fling in front of 
the tube —Super Bowl VIII. 


And many of them are asking: 
Is there any way the battle of the 


Miami Dolphins and Minnesota 
Vikings can match the cliff-hanging 
suspense and pulsating drama of the 
Notre Dame-Alabama Sugar Bowl 
game a week ago in New Orleans? 


Have the college kids, with their 


brashness and unpredictability, 
spoiled the fans for the cold, dull 
precision of the super pros? 


In short, do the college boys 


provide a more interesting product? 


These questions were debated 


over foamy beers in more than one 
corner pub, in business offices and 
on commuter trains during the last 
few days among viewers stirred by 
Notre Dame's last gasp 24-23 victory 
for the national championship and 
impressive performances by Ohio 
State, Nebraska and Penn State. 


* 
One of the most pointed comments 


came from George Blanda, the 
ageless quarterback and place- 
kicking star of the Oakland Raiders, 
a former pupil of Alabama Coach 
Bear Bryant: 


"The colleges play a more exciting 


game than the pros," acknowledged 
Blaanda. "Our game is too stereo- 
typed." 


One of the most un-pro-like 


decisions was that of Notre Dame 
Coach Ara Parseghian in the Sugar 
Bowl when, with his team nailed 
against his own goal line and the 
clock running out, he ordered a long 
pass on third down and eight yards 
to go. The pass clicked for 35 yards 
and was credited with saving the 
Irish's one-point victory. 


"If that had been a pro team," 


said one observer, "the call would 
have been for a draw up the middle 
and then a punt. And the game would 
have been lost." 


While most of the past Super 


Bowls have been totally lacking in 
nerve-stabbing excitement, no one 
questions that the pro game offers 
the ultimate in skill. The pros are 
bigger, stronger, faster. They 
emphasize execution. They have a 
standout at virtually every position. 


So, in justice to the pros, it must 


be conceded that any dullness as- 
sociated with their performances 
must be traced to a superior offense 
meeting a superior defense—the old 
immovable object and irresistible 
force. 


One of the major complaints 


against pro games this past season 
was the proliferation of the field 
goal, a boring procedure. The pros 
had invited this state of affairs by 
narrowing the hash marks, per- 
fecting the zone defense to make the 
long bomb almost extinct and con- 
tinuing to maintain the goal post on 
the goal line. 


Any time a pro team moves past 


mid-field, it is in position to put 
three points on the board with one of 
its sure-footed kickers. The touch- 
down drive is becoming a rarer 
commodity. 


The colleges avoid the cheap field 


goal by setting their goal posts 10 
yards back of the goal line and 
widening the hash marks. 


The pros have made the quarter- 


back as fragile and delicate as a 
piece of rare china. The pro quar- 
terback wears an invisibile sign on 
his jersey: "breakable —handle 


with care." 


Even in the cases of scrambling 


quarterbacks, such as Miami's Bob 
Griese, Minnesota's Fran Tarkenton 
and Dallas' Roger Staubach, 
coaches shiver with fright every 
time they set out on their own. It's 
okay occasionally to scramble, but 
running is taboo. 


Most of the colleges subject their 


quarterbacks to the fullest dangers 
with the triple-option wishbone, 
sweeps and misdirections. It gives 
the game a new dimension. Such 
running attacks are shunned by the 
pros because of the danger to the 
quarterback. 


The pros might investigate other 


features of the college game to add 
more pace and liveliness. The 
colleges have about 10 to 20 per cent 
more plays because they stop the 
clock after each first down and they 
offer less time for the huddle. 


The pros play the percentages. 


They stress ball possession over 
field position. They rarely gamble. 
They have become so proficient —so 
stylized —that they are endangering 
their own product. 


They need to go back to college for 


a few tips.

Claim of budget 
cut challenged 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Although 


Congress claims it chopped 1974 
appropriations by $3 billion last session, 
it actually increased the budget by about 
$4 billion, says the Council of State 
Chambers of Commerce. 


The council, in an analysis of 


congressional spending released Sun- 
day, said attempts by Congress to hold 
down spending were a failure. 


The group criticized Congress for not 


acting on proposals by President Nixon 
to reduce 1974 outlays and said, "it is 
doubtful that Congress will act on any of 
them in the next session." 


Despite the $3 billion reduction 


claimed by Congress, "after adjust- 
ments for bookkeeping and other 
changes ... the actual reduction in 
program funding is about $1.7 billion," 
said the council. 


And, 
it said, actual savings will 


probably be no more than $500 million 
"because many of the increases are in 
current expenditure items while the 
major cuts are largely in long lead-time 
items." 


The council said these savings are 


more than offset by a $4 billion budget

he had "no idea of the motive" in the 
shootings. He refused to disclose any 
more information. 


Neighbors said Shockley had gone 


shopping and was delivering groceries 
to Walton when the shooting occurred. 


They said the police officer, off-duty at 


the time of the shooting, had moved into 
the building several days earlier.

Export-Import Vice Chairman Walter C. 
Sauer confirmed in a brief interview. 


The possibility of such a loan was 


disclosed by Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis., 
who said it would go against a House ban 
prohibiting such loans until President 
Nixon certifies that the Soviets permit 
free emigration of Jews and other cit- 
izens. 


That measure is now before the 


Senate. 


Aspin said he learned the bank, which 


is a federal agency, will consider within 
the next month whether to grant the loan 
to the Russian Bank for Foreign Trade. 


Sauer declined to discuss whether 


bank consideration of the loan defies the 
House ban. 


The loan would go to a $110 million 


exploration of natural gas fields in 
Sibera. The exploration could lead to an 
estimated $10 billion U.S.-Soviet project 
to develop the gas fields and ship gas to 
America's west coast. 


Aspin said the deal, along with a 


second proposed major U.S.-Soviet gas 
project, "would make last year's fleec- 
ing in the Russian wheat deal look like a 
Sunday school picnic."

Weinstein, Madison, chairman of the 
legislative committee of the Kidney 
Foundation of Wisconsin, and James 
Azim, assemblyman from the 49th 
district, Grant County, with the 
cooperation of volunteers from various 
professions 
involved 
in 
renal 


programs. 


The foundation hopes the" bill, if 


passed, will serve as a prototype for 
other state legislation, supplementing 
the new national law. 


The latter, 
however, has 
not 


produced any reimbursement or Wis- 
consin kidney patients to date, as far 
is can be determined. 


The Assembly bill (1210) which Azim 


introduced, would insure the cost of 
dialysis and transplants. It provides 
state-supported funding for patients 
who do not have adequate insurance 
coverage for the 60-90 day qualifying 
period as well as 20 per cent of dialysis 
costs that remain uncovered for out- 
patient or home dialysis. It would also 
cover the kidney transplant patient 
costs not covered by Medicare or in- 
surance. 


The Wisconsin bill also would 


require health insurance policies sold 
in Wisconsin to provide dialysis 
coverage to the extent they they are 
not covered under Medicare. 


According to a recent estimate of 


costs, done by the Wisconsin Founda- 
tion, the breakdown is as follows: 


The average patient needs 2 1/2 


treatments per week at an estimated 
cost of $135 per treatment. That means 
a gross cost of about $3,536 per year. 


Of the latter, $1,425 is not covered by 


the federal program, and is partially 
the basis for the state assembly bill. 
The $1,425 includes 10 per cent ($354) 
excluded from coverage and the cost of 
the waiting period, also not covered, 
which comes to $544. About 30 per cent 
($527) is added to the non-coverage 
clause for co-insurance provisions in 
the federal program. 


An estimated cost to be met by 


private insurance and personal funds 
comes to about $570. 


The National Dialysis Registry has 


listed 8,321 patients for the fiscal year 
ending in April, 1973. It is estimated 
that the number will increase to 13,000 
by the end of this fiscal year, or June, 
1974. 


Transplants rose to 2,900 in 1972 and 


is expected to increase substantially, 
providing kidneys are availabe. 


Available information on the state 


level indicates that on the average, 
there are about 200 people in the state 
in need of kidney dialysis treatment. 


Locally, 
Theda 
Clark 
Hospital, 


Neenah, is the center and handles 
about 25 dialysis patients, 11 of whom 
are transplant candidates. There have 
been about 70 patients in the hospital's 
chronic dialysis program since it 
began in 1966, and 4,500 dialysis runs, 
December records indicate. 


(Dialysis, or properly, hemodialysis, 


means the use of a kidney machine for 
people hose kidneys have failed. They 
may need to have their blood filtered 
and purified in such a device as often 
as three times a week). 


If the federal money comes through, 


it would meet a great share of the 
treatment costs for about 90 per cent of 
the patients.

Control of 
huge firms in 
a few hands 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Two Senate 


subcommittees have charged that con- 
trol of many of the nation's largest cor- 
porations is hidden from government 
regulators and concentrated in the 
hands of a very few institutional inves- 
tors, especially large banks. 


In a 419-page report, two government 


operations subcommittees said they 
found "a massive cover-up of the extent 
to which holdings of stock have become 
concentrated." 


Overall, the report said, Chase 


Manhattan Bank was the single largest 
stockholder in 20 companies; First Nat- 
ional City Bank in nine; Morgan 
Guaranty in four; Bankers Trust and 
Chemical Bank in three each; and Bank 
of New York, Bank of America and First 
National Bank of Chicago in two each. 


Firms doing substantial business in 


Wisconsin which were named in the 
report included North Central Airlines, 
the Soo Line, the Wisconsin Electric 
Power Co., the Wisconsin Public Public 
Service Co., and the Madison Gas & 
Electric Co. 


The report was issued Sunday by the 


chairmen, Sens. Lee Metcalf, D-Mont., 
and Edmund S. Muskie, D-Maine. 


"At least 28 institutions are known to 


manage investment portfolios in excess 
of $5 billion each," the report said. The 
list of those 28 institutions included 17 of 
the nation's largest banks and seven of 
the largest insurance companies. 


The consequences of concentration of 


control are extensive, the subcommit- 
tees reported. 


"The role of institutional investors is 


of course not limited to the acquisition 
and sale of stock and the right, in many 
cases, to vote it," the report said. "Soir>3 
institutional investors make loans to 
companies in which they invest; or 
provide insurance coverage. 


"Their representatives often sit on the 


companies' boards of directors. Some- 
times institutional investors help facili- 
tate or block mergers." 


The subcommittee's information was 


gathered from responses from 324 of the 
nation's largest companies that had 
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been asked to identify their top 30 
stockholders. Of those 324, only 89 res- 
ponded fully, the report said. 


In many cases, the report said, the 


true identities of the institutional 
stockholders were hidden behind 
nominee or street names. 


For example. Chase Manhattan Bank 


frequently appears under the names of 
Cudd ft Co., Kane ft Co. and Egger & Co. 
First National City Bank also is known 
by the street names of Gerlach & Co., 
Weber & Co. Thomas ft Co., and King ft 
Co. 


"The consequence of this continuing 


use of nominees in ownership reports to 
federal regulators is a massive cover-up 
of the extent to which holdings of stock 
have become concentrated," the report 
said. 


It noted that a translation of nominee 


names is possible only through use of a 
little-known publication called the 
Nominee List, published by the

President Nixon is turning his attention 
this week to final plans for next year's 
federal budget and preparation of his 
State of the Union message. 


Director Roy Ash of the Office of 


Management and Budget flew here 
during the weekend to participate in 
last-minute 
decisions on the $300- 


billion-plus budget for fiscal year 1975, 
beginning July 1. 


Chief speech writer Ray Price also was 


at the Western White House helping with 
preliminary drafts of a State of the Union 
message Nixon is expected to deliver in 
person to Congress shortly after it starts 
its 1974 session Jan. 21. 


On Sunday, Nixon took his family to 


services at the San Clemente Pres- 
byterian Church. It was Nixon's first 
appearance at public worship services 
since last Easter, when he heard a 
Presbyterian minister in Key Biscayne, 
Fla., deliver a sermon that included 
apparent references to the Watergate 
scandal. 


There was no mention of scandal at 


Sunday's service. The Rev. Joseph 
Stephens, the pastor, told the Nixons 
they could be assured of his prayers. 


During another prayer, he asked that 


"God keep us steadfast, undefeated, 
undishonored and unashamed." 


With the President were Mrs. Nixon, 


daughter Tricia Cox and Florida neigh- 
bor C. G. "Bebe" Rebozo. 


Before returning to their oceanside 


home, the Nixons stood outside the 
church in a rain and posed for phot- 
ographs with the minister. 


The Nixons had guests for dinner Sat- 


urday night, including actor John 
Wayne, television producer Paul Keyes 
and his wife, Rebozo and Patricia Hitt, 
a former assistant secretary of health, 
education and welfare. 


Also on Saturday, Nixon announced he 


was naming W. J. Usery Jr., director of 
the Federal Mediation Service, to the 
additional new post of special assistant 
for labor relations. Usery, seen by some 
as a potential successor to Secretary of 
Labor Peter J. Brennan, had planned to 
quit government to become Director of 
Organization for the AFL-CIO.

Baker sued for 
return of funds 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A major 


scandal that plagued the presidency of 
Lyndon B. Johnson is in the spotlight 
again with the government trying to 
recover more than $100,000 from Robert 
G. (Bobby) Baker. 


A civil trial opens today in which the 


government claims Baker took the 
money for influence-peddling while 
secretary to the Senate's Democratic 
majority. 


Baker admits receiving the money but 


contends that the civil action should be 
dismissed because the money was 
legally paid him for work outside his 
Senate duties. 


In any case, he maintains, the 


government has no right to sue him for 
the money. Only those who gave it to him 
have such a right. 


Baker is not expected to testify during 


the one-week trial before U.S. District 
Judge George L. Hart Jr. The govern- 
ment has indicated it may call as wit- 
nesses Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield, D-MonL, and representatives 
of companies that paid money to Baker. 


Baker, 45, exercised considerable 


power while Johnson was the Senate 
majority leader. He reportedly became 
a millionaire while serving as secretary 
to the Senate Democratic majority from 
January 1955 until October 1963. 


He was sentenced to three years in 


prison after being convicted of seven 
counts, including obtaining $137,000 
illegally through influence-peddling, 
underpayment of income tax in 1961 and 


1962, helping another person falsify his 
income tax returns and pocketing polit- 
ical contributions for his own use. 


Baker was paroled in June 1972 after 


spending nearly 17 months in prison. 


The government claims in its suit that 


it is entitled to recover $108,968.25 
allegedly paid Baker to influence 
government decisions because Baker 
"subverted the trust placed in him." 


A pre-trial examiner's report filed last 


July said Baker "contends that the cir- 
cumstances under which he received the 
monies ... were not markedly different 
from the circumstances which other 
employes, agents or representatives of 
the United States received monies dur- 
ing his relationship with the government 
which began in 1943." 


Prince Charles takes

heir to the British throne, took a spill 
from his horse during a polo match here 
but remounted and continued the game. 


The prince, who recently arrived here

WASHINGTON (AP) -The Supreme 


Court today declined to hear appeals 
from members of the Menominee Indian 
tribe of Wisconsin challenging sale of 
tribal lands for recreational home sites. 


The justices rejected the challenges to 


decisions of the Wisconsin Supreme 
Court which upheld the home site and 
artificial lake project begun in 1968. 


In other matters, the court today 


denied a hearing to gasolin 
station 


operators fighting Phase 4 price con- 
trols and agreed to review a lower court 
decision giving journalists greater ac- 
cess to California prison inmates for 
interviews. 


Individual members of the tribe went 


into state court to halt the sale of the land 
to non-Menominees and to block cons- 
truction of a system of three artificial 
lakes for the 5170 project called Lakes of 
the Menominees. 


The project was a joint venture 


between the Menominee Enterprises, 
Inc., (MEI) a corporation set up to 
manage tribal assets, and a developer, 
N.E. Isaacson & Associates, Inc. 
. The individual members alleged that 
MEI lacked authority to sell the land to 
non-Menominees without a two-thirds 
vote of tribe members. 


The state Supreme Court held that a 


voting trust established when the tribe 
corporation was created was empowered 
to authorize the sale. 


The individual tribe members argued 


that the state court failed to apply the 
proper standard in determining ques- 
tions involving the Indians, and erred in 
permitting violation of the federal law 
terminating 
control 
over 
the 


Menominees and violation of tribal 
hunting and fishing rights. 


In the pricing case, two station 


operators suing for themselves and all 
others in similar circumstances called 
th«, regulations 
applied to retail 


gasoline outlets as arbitrary and 
capricious. 


The specific point on appeal to the high 


court was a ruling by the temporary 
emergency court of appeals set up to 
handle price control suits. The court 
held that the station operators must 
exhaust administrative remedies before 
going to court. 


The litigation began last August prior 


to the present petroleum shortage. An 


attorney for the station operators said 
the shortage in some cases has worsened 
the economic plight of the operators 
despite higher prices at the pump 
because less gasoline is being sold and 
operators were still working on last 
summer's profit margin. 


The named petitioners in the case 


were Murray Anderson, operator of a 
service station at Waycross, Ga.; and 
Joseph J. Grish, operator of stations at 
Frazer and Sterling Heights, Mich. 


California state officials had appealed 


a decision by a three-judge panel of the 
U.S. District Court in San Francisco 
that a rule banning interviews with 
specific inmates was unconstitutionally 
broad. 


The high court will hear argument 
later this term. 


The regulation overturned by the 


federal court had allowed reporters in- 
terviews with randomly selected in- 
mates but had prohibited reporters from 
seeing specific inmates and did not allow 
inmates to solicit interviews. 


The state argued in a brief that the rule 


was necessary to maintain discipline. An 
earlier policy of allowing all interview 
requests was ended in 1971 after five 
persons were killed during an attempted 
escape at San Quentin. 


Prison officials argued that the 


violence was partly caused by the not- 
oriety given certain inmates through the 
liberal interview policy. 


The case arose when a San Quentin 


inmate, Booker T. Hillery, filed a 
complaint, saying that officials denied 
him an interview with Earth magazine. 


Later, other prisoners and several 


reporters joined in the complaint. 


A federal court judge ruled in 1972 that 


the regulation violated the prisoners' 
constitutional right of free speech 
However, the state argued that the judge 
was without jurisdiction and the case 
was sent to the three-judge panel. 


The court ruled that the state had 


shown no compelling interest for the 
regulation. 


The court also rejected the argument 


that the ban had infringed on the First 
Amendment rights of the press, saying, 
"It has been made clear in recent 
decisions by the Supreme Court that the 
press enjoys no greater right to access 
to news sources than the average cit- 
izen."

Accidents up, fatalities down 


Clintonville's first

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NEW LONDON -A record number of 


accidents, 836, were filed with the 
Waupaca County Highway but the 
county's fatalities were cut 330 per cent, 
with only five reported for the past 
year. 


"I can only say that we were lucky," 


Capt. John Penney told members of the 
Waupaca County Highway Safety Com- 
mittee last week at its quarterly meet- 
ing at New London High School. 


"In many of the accidents, it was 


difficult to see how drivers and pas- 
sengers got out alive — uiey were very 
fortunate," he continued. "For the 
preceding three years, we recorded 19 
fatal accidents yearly and we pressed 
hard to cut down on speeding and 
drunken driving. 


"Four of the five fatalities involved 


drinking," Capt. Penney said. "Blood 
tests of the drivers showed alcohol blood 
content ranging from .169 to .24. During 
1972, five of the drivers of 11 vehicles 
involved in the county's fatal accidents 
had been drinking. 


"While our figures are not complete 


for 1973, we already know that more 


than 50 per cent of the drivers involved 
in accidents this past year had been 
drinking. 


"Curbing drinking drivers will con- 


tinue to be our No. 1 priority, and we 
look to the courts for stiffer penalties in 
these cases this year," said Penney. 


Penney's report, coupled with similar 


reports of drinking drivers and the high 
rate of fatalities involving drinking 
drivers from other counties in the Dis- 
trict 4 area, prompted a comment from 
Lee Crook of the District 4 Highway 
Commission office at Wisconsin Rapids. 


"This situation becomes more frus- 


trating as the figures mount. It appears 
that the highway commission in this 
state is spending needless millions of 
dollars to protect the intoxicated driver 
on our highways —and I'm not sure that 
we should. We simply have to find some 
answers." 


Penney also pointed out that the last 


three months in 1973 showed accidents 
increasing. "There were 98 accidents in 
1973 in October resulting in 24 injuries; 
100 accidents in November resulting in 


14 injuries and 80 accidents in 
December, resulting in 16 injuries." 


Two of the year's fatal accidents oc- 


curred in the Town of Farmington, one 
on U.S. 10 and one on State 22, on Feb 
14 and Oct. 18, respectively. There were 
two fatalities in May, one on U.S. 45 in 
the Town of Larrabee and and one on 
State 161 in the Village of lola. The 
fourth fatality occurred on U.S 45 in the 
Town of Bear Creek on Oct. 16. 


This pattern differed from the 1972 


pattern, according to Penney, when 11- 
were killed during the period from 
Memorial Day to Labor Day. 


A map prepared by Penney showing 


all accidents, fatalities and deer kills in 
the county pinpointed no particular 
trouble spots. "Most of the critical area 
during the previous three years have 
been made safer by the state's 
redesigning. 


An area on County Trunk EE and 


Spencer Lake Road where accidents 
were frequent has been free of incident 
this year since the county highway 
department redesigned the intersec- 
tion, said Penney. 


Crook told the group that the highway 


commission has started putting up 55- 
mite-per-hour signs in Waupaca County, 
State 54 is complete and other state 
roads will be completed within the next 
two weeks, or less.

Raymond Moe wanted to know if the 
state would provide snowmobile cross- 
ing signs in the county at critical points.

J. Lucey and traffic-safety advocates 
oppose them, industrialists and trackers 
endorse them, and legislators remain 
uncertain whether to approve them. 


They are trucks longer than 55 feet, 


and the Wisconsin division of the 
American Automobile Association says 
controversy over the merits of bigger 
rigs should be settled in a referendum. 


The controversy over 65-foot double- 


trailer trucks has been kicked around 
the Capitol for more than 10 years, 
repeatedly turned back during attempts 
to legalize the mammoths. 


"Why should legislators have to use 


their very valuable time, session after 
session, spending hundreds and 
hundreds of hours rehashing the same 
arguments, when the people's will has 
not changed one iota?" the AAA said 
Friday. 


Results of a public referendum need 


not be binding on legislators, some 
political observers figure it would be 
unwise for a lawmaker to push the issue 
if the trucks were rejected by voters. 
• It would take a majority vote in both. 
the Senate and the Assembly to put the 
issue on an election ballot. But AAA 
spokesmen said the idea could gain that 
much support. 


Lucey has vowed to veto any measure 


authorizing 65-foot trucks. He recently 
struck down a bill which he said was 
unclear and possibly could authorize 
twin-trailer trucks less than 55-feet. 


The Department of Transportation has 


authority to permit big trucks in some 
instances, but has awaited action by the 
legislature. 


A joint resolution to authorize the 


trucks for two years has remained 
bottled in the legislature. 


Unlike bills, resolutions do not require 


the governor's signature. 


Stuart B. Wright, general manager of 


the Wisconsin AAA, said polls of the 
organization's members repeatedly 
come jut against the bigger rigs. 


"The people of Wisconsin are still 


overwhelmingly opposed to 65-foot, 
twin-trailer trucks. Yet the trucking 
industry is again introducing legislation 
to make them legal," Wright said. 


Wright said the fuel crisis, which has 


encouraged a trend toward smaller cars, 
is another reason why "we should not 
have a great disparity of the size and 
weight'of the vehicles sharing our Wis- 
consin highways." 


If the trucking industry is really con- 


cerned with the energy crisis, "it would 
be emphasizing greater use of railroads 
and less use of trucks," Wright said.

But Ford also said he stood by an 


earlier statement made during his con- 
firmation hearings that "any evidence 
that involved a criminal action ought to 
be made available by the White House." 


Ford said he hadn't studied the 500 


documents being sought by the com- 
mittee, but noted: "I can't believe that 
all of those documents involve alleged 
criminal activity by any person involved 
at the White House." 


The vice president said the committee 


subpoenas seeking the documents were 
too broad and sweeping and that the 
panel should consider making "some 


refinements in the demand, cutting it 
down to things that are more relevant to 
the committee's responsibilities." 


However, he said he had not discussed 


the possibility of a compromise "in any 
depth" with Nixon. 


Ford also said he hopes Nixon presses 


on with his so-called "Operation Can- 
dor" despite what Ford called "some 
reluctance" on the pan of some White 
House staff members to continue the 
effort. 


But Ford said the President's actions 


in handling the energy crisis and the 
Middle East could do more to restore 
public confidence in his administration 
than Operation Candor.

while trying to land at the Johnstown- 
Cambria County Airport, officials said. 


The Beechcraft 99 then soared over a 


highway and slammed into the top of a 
steep embankment 100 yards short of its 
assigned runway. 


Authorities said they could not explain 


what caused the commuter plane to clip 
the lights.* 


"It was a matter of five feet and he 


would have been clear," said Warren 
Krise, an Air East official. "Right now 
we have no idea what happened." 


Nicholas Maydak, 19, the youth who 


said he was unable to scream, and three 
other young men from Johnstown were 
driving on the highway below the em- 
bankment moments after the crash.

After the war he 
returned to painting and by 1925 he was 
.also secretary of the Mexican Com- 
munist party. 


Over the next two decades he twice 


was jailed and twice forced to flee his 
country. His terms in jail were periods 
of intense artistic activity. Mosi of the 
countries he visited deported him or 
threatened to deport him because of his 
agitation for a new social order. But in 
most of them he left his murals or 
paintings, done in bold colors with thick, 
strong brush strokes. 


In 1937 he fought with the Republicans 


in the Spanish Civil War. 


He returned to Mexico in 1944 and for 


the next 16 years painted, exhibited and 
wrote. In 1960 be was accused of ins- 
tigating student riots and sentenced to 
eight years' imprisonment. By the time 
President Adolfo Lopez Mateos par- 
doned him in 1964, he had turned out 
more than 300 paintings and drawings in 
his cramped cell. 


On his release he began the work he 


considered his greatest, "The March of 
Humanity." It covers the exterior and 
interior walls of the Polyforum, an oc- 
tagonal building in the Hotel de Mexico 
complex in the capital. 


The artist once said the vast mural's 


forceful figures in metal and clay depict 
man's struggle through slavery and 
social turmoil, his marches "to the 
democratic bourgeois revolution" and 
"the revolution of the future,'' and "man 
on the surface of the moon."

Appteton's energy crisis committee, 


after three meetings, has completed its 
initial work. 


"We're at the point now where we're 


almost a watchdog committee," said 
Chairman Dr. Roger Mosher. 


The 14-member unit was appointed by 


Mayor James Sutherland in early 
December, after the City Council voted 
unanimously to set up such a commit- 
tee. Its assigned task was to prepare 
steps that could be taken should an 
energy crisis strike the city. 


The committee has: 
— Compiled a 
list 
of 
steps 


homeowners can take to close down 
their homes for the winter. 


—Put together a list of energy-saving 


recommendations to be sent out over 
local radio stations and the newspaper. 
As further information comes to the 
committee's information subcommit- 
tee, it will pass it on to the media. 


—Decided to leave it up to individuals 


to make arrangements for emergency 
supplies of fuel or movement to another 
residence if he or she cannot get heating 
oil. The committee has taken a stand 
against arranging for the use of public 
buildings like schools in the case of 
heating emergencies. 


The committee has concluded that 


Appleton will not suffer a serious, 
general shortage of heating fuel this 
winter. In cases where individuals run 
short, they can fill out forms available 
from heating fuel dealers or the county 
clerk's office to obtain emergency 
supplies. 


After surveying the number of homes 


heated with natural gas, fuel oil and 
electricity, the committee decided that 
shortages in any one area serious 
enough to force people out of their 
homes could be met by individuals 
moving into the homes of neighbors or 
friends. 


Mosher said the committee will con- 


tinue to meet once a month, and main- 
tain close contact with local energy 
suppliers in case an emergency situa- 
tion develops. The committee's next 
meeting will be in about three weeks. 


Mosher said local industry was doing 
' an "excellent job" in saving energy.

Nuclear energy 
might soon 
be useable 


LIVERMORE, Calif. (AP) -The kind 


of reactions that light the stars may be 
heating electric toasters during the 21st 
century if experiments here continue to 
be successful. 


Scientists at the Lawrence Livermore 


Laboratory say the harnessing of 
nuclear fusion energy finally may bring 
earth a clean, inexhaustable and relat- 
ively safe electricity source. 


"We are trying to prove the scientific 


capability of a new form of power which 
most people recognize has advantages 
over other forms of power," Dr. Richard 
F. Post, a pioneer in controlled fusion 
experiments, said in an interview Wed- 
nesday. 


Fusion research attempts to combine 


heavy forms of hydrogen —deuterium 
and tritium —at temperatures of more 
than 100 million degrees centigrade, 
hotter than the sun. 


The reaction, similar to what occurs in 


the sun and other stars, would release 
tremendous energy which available 
technology can convert to useful elec- 
tricity. 


About a dozen major laboratories in 


this country and overseas are studying 
nuclear fusion energy. The Lawrence 
Livermore Laboratory, operated by the 
University of California under Atomic 
Energy Commission contract, is the 
national center for the "magnetic 
mirror" approach to fusion. Another 
approach to fusion is the laser. 


In the magnetic mirror approach, 


heavy hydrogen particles are reflected 
back and forth between two regions of a 
very strong magnetic force field, said 
Post, who heads magnetic mirror work 
here. 


The reaction takes place in a sort of 


magnetic "bottle," since extremely high 
temperatures would melt normal, solid 
containers. 


A variety of exotic and expensive 


magnets and other devices are required. 
The laboratory announced today a $1.8 
million boost in its $8.2 million con- 
trolled thermonuclear research budget, 
including $1 million for installation by 
year's end of the world's most powerful 
thermonuclear fuel injection system. 


Scientists say fusion in a reactor 


requires fuel density, containment 
without melting of the container and 
temperatures of at least 100 million 
degrees centigrade. Some laboratories 
have combined two elements, but none 
has mastered all three conditions. 


Current estimates show that the costs 


of fusion reactor components would be 
competitive with those of other power 
sources, but the cost of fusion fuels is 
ksss than one per cent that of coal. 
Hydrogen, abundant in nature, can be 
taken from water. 


agreed with the sentiments of some of 
the committee members who have said 
in the past that uncertainty over the 
seriousness of the energy crisis has 
made it difficult to plan procedures to 
meet it. 


"Right now we're being led to believe 


that things are going to go pretty well 
this winter," said the mayor, noting 
recent reports that the fuel oil shortage 
might be less severe than originally 
anticipated. 


"Uncertainty over how serious the 


problem is makes it difficult for 
everybody, including the committee," 
the mayor said, noting that residents 
were less likely to follow the commit- 
tee's energy conservation recommen- 
dations when no one is certain thai 
there is a crisis. 


"The commmittee doesn't know how 


serious the problem is, but that's 
nothing new. because the federal 
government doesn't know how serious it 
is either," said Sutherland, adding that 
the unit has proceeded properly by 
planning for the worst. 


The committee's recommendations to 


those who want to shut their homes 
down for the winter are: 


— Water service should be turned off 


at the curb by the water department, 
which will remove the water meter. 


—Water lines must be drained and, if 


necessary, water should be blown out of 
low areas in the plumbing. 


— All water-using appliances should 


be drained. 


—Antifreeze should be added to water 


traps like toilet bowls, sinks and floor 
drains. 


— The main electrical switch should 


be opened, and electrical appliances 
should be disconnected. 


—Separate electrical switches for hot 


water heaters and other high load elec- 
trical appliances should be opened. 


—The sump pump should be removed 


and drained, unless water problems 
normally occur during winter months. 
In that case, electrical sen-ice should be 
left on for the sump pump but all other 
appliances should be disconnected. 


—Gas service should be turned off by 


the gas company. 


—Phone service may be disconnected. 
—Deliveries of mail, newspapers and 


the like should be halted. 


— All liquids and perishable goods 


should be removed from the refrigera- 
tor, freezer and cupboards. Refrigera- 
tor and freezer doors should be left 
open. 


— All doors and windows should be 


secured, and police should be notified 
that the house will be left vacant. 


Police and a friend or neighbor should 


be notified where you can be reached. A 
key should be left with a neighbor, if 
possible.

Production costs boost 
area milk prices again 


Supermarket clerks are stamping 


new prices on milk in Appleton stores, 
in most cases boosting the cost of a 
gallon about 4 cents. The price change 
is the result of an increase of 30 cents 
per 
hundredweight 
charged 
by 


cooperatives selling milk to bottlers 
under the Chicago Regional Milk Order. 


Although some store managers said 


they have not yet received new price 
lists, others already have upped the 
price. 


The action comes after a boost in the 


superpool price of milk charged to 
handlers. The superpool is milk 
marketed by 17 Wisconsin and Illinois 
cooperatives through Central Milk 
Producers Cooperative. Together, the 
group controls most of the milk sold 
under the regional order and markets 
the milk at a premium price above 
federally established minimum levels. 


This month, the cooperative increased 


the superpool price to $9.39 per hundred 
pounds of milk. Judy Brown, Fond du 
Lac, a spokesman for Associated Milk 
Producers Inc., which is a member of 
the group, said the increase was neces- 
sary to keep fluid milk going to bottlers. 
She noted that 3,000 herds had been 
liquidated in 1973 in Wisconsin and that 
production has dropped. 


"People are bidding for milk." 
At Shawano, James Kasten, a 


representative of Consolidated Badger 
Cooperative, said the price increase was 
necessary to help farmers because of 


increases in production costs. "The 
story, really, on this thing is that 
producers are getting more for their 
milk and they should be." 


Production declined last year, he 


said, as farmers marketed dairy cattle 
as 
beef 
because 
protein 
feed 


supplements skyrocketed in price. The 
price hike is necessary, he said. 


For consumers, it probably will mean 


about a 4-cent increase in milk costs. 
Tom Schromish of Lake to Lake Dairy 
Cooperative. Manitowoc, said the actual 
price increase is 3.2 cents per hundred- 
weight but noted that stores have suf- 
fered narrow margins. 


He also said that cheesemakers are 


increasing prices rapidly for raw milk, 
providing a steadily increasing basis for 
the formula used to establish the Class I 
or bottling milk price. 


RENT OR BUY 
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Government to 
release wheat 
for market sale 
WASHINGTON - An estimated 82 


million bushels of government held 
wheat will be marketed after being 
freed for sale by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Earl L. Butz. The agency also has 
set a Jan. 15 deadline for elevators 
storing wheat to allocate all possible 
railroad car space for shipment of 
federal stocks. 


Refusal of elevators to comply would 


result in cancellation of eligibility to 
receive federal payments, according to 
the agriculture department. Payments' 
for storage now total $500,000 monthly. 


Presently, elevator owners 
are 


required to use only 50 per cent of 
available rai! car capacity to move 
government grain. 


There were four major steps to the 


agriculture department action: 


— The 1.8 million bushels of wheat, 


including durum wheat, owned by the 
government in the Commodity Credit 
Corporation will be advertised for sale 
by the end of January if possible. The 
wheat has not been marketed earlier 
because of transport problems, accord- 
ing to the agriculture department. 


—Loans for 33 million bushels of 1973 


crop wheat will be called on Jan. 15. The 
action is designed to urge producers to 
market their crops before spring plant- 
ing time. 


—Deferred repayments will be ended 


Jan. 15 on an estimated 7 million 
bushels of 1972 and older crop wheat 
still under loan. Farmers growing the 
wheat were unable to sell or deliver the 
grain because of storage and transport 
problems, said the department. 


—Elevators will be ordered on Jan. 15 


to utilize 100 per cent of rail capacity to 
move federally owned wheat sold for 
which loading orders were issued six 
months ago. An estimated 40 million 
bushels of wheat is involved.

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Whaf a President costs taxpayers 


The President of the United States receives a salary of 


$200,000 a year. In addition he is given an expense allowance 
of $50,000. But it's become quite obvious that these amounts 
are not all the presidency costs the American public in cash. 


President Nixon's private purchases of estates at San 


Clemente, California, and Key Biscayne, Florida, have had 
considerable publicity because of the public money used to 
install "security" equipment. The total determined by the 
White House after half a dozen false starts was $10.2 million 
and it included such items apparently unrelated to security 
as a new heater for the swimming pool and an ice cube 
maker for the Secret Service. 


The disclosures about the expenditures brought up earlier 


ones from other Administrations. The General Services 
Administration reported in December that $5 million had 
been spent of public funds to support President Johnson's 
trips to Texas. Most of the amount went into the Federal 
office building in Austin and to the L.B.J. Library, however, 
and not into additions or repairs to the private ranch home. 


But in this current administration, it's been pretty tough 


to tell just how much the Nixons are costing the taxpayer - 
and whether restrictions other than public knowledge ought 
to be imposed. 


An article in Fortune magazine written by Dan Cordtz 


estimates that the sum is over $100 million a year. There is, 
for instance, the contributions of the Air Force. Rather than 
reply to queries about how much military support costs, 
President Nixon made a publicity trip on a commercial 
aircraft, a notable probably one-time example but hardly an 
accounting along the line that Operation Candor was sup- 
posed to exhibit. However, in the past it has cost about 
$1,000 an hour to fly and maintain a four engine jet, 
according to the Civil Aeronautics Board. In 1973 President 
Nixon flew to San Clemente, a round trip of 10 hours, four 
times and to Key Biscayne which takes four hours, 15 times. 


Then there is Camp David. Until recently the President 


and his family went to the nearby Maryland retreat via 
helicopter, although the less expensive — and less fuel 
consuming —automobile trip would take only about two 
hours. In the five years of Mr. Nixon's tenure in the White 
House, the Navy has spent $2.3 million on construction and 
maintenance of Camp David, more than twice that spent 
during the Johnson Administration. 


Since the figures are tough to come by, it appears that the 


American taxpayer has been virtually at the mercy of a 
President's spending whims or his version of a life style. 
For instance, President Nixon insisted on a new Air Force 
One which cost $7.4 million. Its "reconfiguration" deter- 
mined by H. R. Haldeman didn't suit Mrs. Nixon so the job 
was done over again at a cost of $285,000. 


Currently there are four bills before the House Judiciary 


Committee to limit Federal spending on a President's 
private homes. But more controls are needed. There is an 
annual $1.5 million fund that the President may use for 
special projects at his own discretion. President Nixon has 
refused to disclose how it has been used and there are 
suspicions that some may have paid off Watergate con- 
spirators. 


; 
Few Americans would object to reasonable expenditures 


by a President of the United States. Nor would many resent 
adequate opportunities for a man so heavily burdened for 
recreation and relaxation. But it simply has gotten far out of 
hand and out of line during the Nixon Administration and 
Congress should set things up so it can't happen again. 


Antisecrecy law still works 


Wisconsin's antisecrecy law requiring public meetings of 


governmental bodies has been strengthened, by a court 
ruling in West Bend. The case can be used as another 
example of the present loopholes in the law which should be 
closed by adoption of proposed legislation during the next 
session of the legislature. 


In the West Bend case, Circuit Judge Milton L. Meister 


ruled that a study committee appointed by the city council 
had erred in holding two secret meetings on the feasibility 
of setting up a city administrator position. The committee's 
deliberations obviously were of citywide interest and could 
not reasonably be kept secret under the antisecrecy law's 
limited categories of meetings which can be closed. 


Judge Meister ordered that the 'agenda and notes of the 


two secret meetings be released along with a committee 
recommendation to create the administrator post. He also 
ordered that a public hearing be held on the recommenda- 
tion before the council acts on it. All of these requirements 
will give West Bend citizens the information post-facto 
which they should have had while the committee was 
deliberating on the proposal, but did not because West Bend 
News reporters were barred from its sessions. The news- 
paper took the committee into court to force public exposure 
of its deliberations- 


Judge Meister's ruling is based on the real intent of the 


antisecrecy law — that citizens are entitled to know what 
elected and appointed governmental bodies are doing and 
that this can be accomplished only by meetings open to the 
public. The law, however, still has no penalties for those 
who use the flimsiest of excuses to hold secret meetings. 
Pending legislation would impose penalties against those 
who choose to ignore the law as in the West Bend case. The 
legislation should be adopted. 


Wisconsin con't get a judge 


The chairman of the Republican Party in Wisconsin, 


David Sullivan, is an impulsive man. He thinks that 
President Nixon ought to do something about filling a 
federal judgeship in the state which has been vacant for 
going on three years. Sullivan has written Nixon expressing 
that concern. 


The inexcusable procrastination of the Justice Depart- 


ment and the President poses an increasing problem for the 
Republican Party in Wisconsin. Rep. Glenn Davis has long 
wanted the appointment. But the American Bar Association 
gave him an unfavorable recommendation, and so the 
Justice Department has sidestepped the problem by doing 
nothing about it. 


Attorney General Robert Warren would also like the 


appointment. At the same time he is the logical man to head 
the Republican ticket as a candidate for governor this year. 
And the indecision which the inaction on the judgeship 
brings about makes it difficult for the party to draw up its 
battle lines for the fall campaign. 


The problem over the Wisconsin judgeship is obviously a 


minor one contrasted with all the other ones President 
Nixon faces this year. But it's a good example of the almost 
total inability of the Nixon Administration to function on 
routine matters of government.-

Legislators who live in glass houses-

Republicans moved beyond the limits of ethical 
propriety when they circulated letters to 
members of the state bar and the medical 
profession suggesting contributions of $25 
through the device of a legislative candidate 
campaign dinner. 


Invited to buy favors? 


The Democratic response was that the solici- 


tation was equivalent to a suggestion that the 
lawyers and doctors, who are licensed by the 
state, were being invited to buy favors from 
friendly politicians in a legislature which writes 
the laws that govern them. 


In a perfect world ruled by men of ideally 


ethical principles, such a complaint might have 
some credibility. 


But the Democrats must be prepared to 


prove, if they want the public to accept such 
criticism, that they are themselves above such 
funding solicitations. That will be extremely 
difficult to bring off. 


It was only a few years ago that the 


Democratic State Committee, representing the 
party as a corporation, was shown to be solicit- 
ing funds from persons who had been required 
to register as lobbyists before the legislature. 
Each of those lobbyists has an explicit and 
visible interest in some pending legislation. 


Many who responded, almost surely, would 


not have done so had they been private citizens 
without an immediate stake in such legislative 
action:.. Many of them, in fact, are Republicans 
in their private civic capacities, but they res- 
ponded, notwithstanding. Whatever the lobbyist 
may be, he is an eminently practical man. He is 
not likely to forfeit votes on his own favorite 
bills in a legislative session by ignoring such 
suggestions from a party headquarters. 


One of the major reasons for the comparative 


strength of the Democrats in Wisconsin today is 
the sophisticated skill of such men as Pat Lucey 
and Bill Gerrard, the Lucey-chosen chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee, in extracting 
gifts from sources that the party in earlier years 
found impregnable to such appeals. 


Are such contributions, mostly involving 


funding dinner tickets at the more ambitious 
price of $100 each, somehow more sanitary than 
a $25 contribution from a lawyer or a doctor? 
Indeed, the whole thrust of campaign finance 
reform —and it is a wholesome,one —is for the 
attraction of greater numbers of givers at lower 
prices. 


Physicians and lawyers are among the lead- 


ing citizens of their communities. If they isolate 
themselves from the political process, given 
their civic rank, education and public esteem, 
and (heir donations to a party of their choice are 
publicly denounced, who will support the inevi- 
table and legislative costs of political competi- 
tions? 
The condemnation of the Republican cam- 


paign effort might suggest that there will be a 
similar repudiation of such solicitations by the 
Democratic party as a corporate entity that will 
inevitably come. But it would be naive to as- 
sume that these critics would perform with such 
consistency. 


The equivocal attack on the doctor-lawyer 


fund drive by the Republicans came from a 
couple of Democratic legislators who occupy 
safe sanctuaries in one-party Milwaukee and 
environs. 


It is fair to ask whether they will be equally 


fastidious when the time comes to replenish 
their own campaign treasuries, and they hunt 
up contributors from trade interests, big labor 
organizations and others that have a more 
obvious and explicit stake in statehouse 
legislative action than the physician and -the 
lawyer. 


That for the first time in modern history 


Democrats have a falter campaign chest than 
their rivals the Republicans is not an accident.

Mark Spitz' coach 
couldn't even swim 


Bernard Shaw's famous quotation, 


"He who can, does; he who cannot, 
teaches," has been used for decades as 
a sneer against teaching-es if only 
failures in performance took out their 
frustration by trying to instruct others. 


But, as I have noted before, there is 


absolutely no necessary relationship 
between the ability to do and the ability 
to teach-and it would be just as cruel 
and pointless to sneer at performers 
who are woefully inept at imparting 
their craft to others. 


What brought this thorny subject to 


mind again is my recent reading of the 
new book, "The 50-Meter Jungle: The 
Making of Mark Spitz and Other Swim- 
ming Champions," by Sherm Chavoor, 
with the help of writer Bill Davidson. 
(Since my middle daughter took part in 
the Junior Olympic swimming trials, I 
thought I ought to learn something 
about that aqueous world.) 


It is a fascinating and frightening 


book, but what most interested me was 
a fact you will find as hard to believe as 
I did-that Chavoor, who coached Mark 
Spitz to his seven Olympic gold medals, 
and whose swimmers have set 60 world 
records and 80 American records, 
cannot swim at all! Yet, as Spitz freely 
acknowledges, 
without 
Chavoor's 


coaching, he could never have ac- 
complished his unparalleled Olympic 
record. 


Dozens of other examples, almost as 


graphic, could be dredged up-such as 


Mercer Beasley, perhaps the finest ten- 
nis coach of our century, who could 
have been beaten on the court by almost 
any competent club pro. I am sure the 
same situation obtains in golf and most 
other sports, where the best preceptors 
are often the worst performers. 


What we fail to understand, con- 


versely, is that a top practitioner is just 
as often a terrible coach or teacher; 
largely because the best performers do 
not rationlly understand how or why 
they do so well. Genius of this sort is 
usually an unconscious process, and the 
moment the man begins to think about 
it, he loses his ability to transmit or 
communicate his skills. 


Artur Schnabel' than whom I hold no 


pianist in greater reverence in our time, 
ruined far more pupils than he 
developed. His personality was so 
strong, his views so inflexible, that he 
tried to turn every pupil into a minia- 
ture Schnabel, and crippled most of 
them in the process. His genius was so

Fr. Berrigan turns 
own peace award 


The struggle apart for one moment, 


there is considerable irony in the latest 
chapter in the crowded life of the 
Reverend Daniel Berrigan, S.J., the 
haunted Jesuit priest who will one day 
waste away in melancholy over the 
world's impolite refusal to fashion its 
affairs after his preachments. This time 
Fr. Berrigan has turned down an 
award. Apparently he turned it down in 
the nick of time. If he had waited 
another day or two, the proffered award 
probably would have been withdrawn. 
. The sequence is as follows. There is a 
peace-type group in Connecticut called 
Promoting Enduring Peace. Like many 
paper organizations, this one seeks no- 
toriety by giving a prize. The prize is 
called the Gandhi Peace Award. There 
are 40-odd trustees of PEP, and they 
apparently reached the decision without 
any dissent to award the prize this year 
to Father Berrigan. 


Still member of church 


Father Daniel Berrigan, it will be 


recalled by students of The Movement, 
is not Father Philip Berrigan. Father 
Philip Berrigan, PEP honoree's 
brother, is the gentleman who for years 
insisted on the sacred unity of Catholic 
orthodoxy and peacenikism, which ser- 
mon was interrupted recently by the 
ne*s that he and the Catholic nun who 
were briefly in the spotlight for 
allegedly planning to whisk away Henry- 
Kissinger and hold him ransom against 
a United States military departure from 
Vietnam, were, uh, making peace 
together. What is left of orthodoxy in the 
Catholic Church promptly excom- 
municated Father Phil, but Father Dan, 
on leaving prison in Danbury for as- 
saulting a draft center, burning the 
records,- and spilling animal blood on 
the ashes, or whatever — Fr. Dan is a 
poet, and when he says it, it rhymes, 
and he is the hero —is still a member of 
the Church, and resumed his cries" for 
peace.

But then in mid-October, 
shortly after the Arabs launched their 
offensive against Israel, Father Dan 
was invited to address a meeting of 
Arab graduate students. And here he 
laid it on the line, greatly to the disad- 
vantage of Israel. He said of it that it 
was a "criminal Jewish conspiracy." 
That, as a state, Israel is the "creation 
of an elite of millionaires, generals, and 
entrepreneurs." The peace-types who 
were involved with PEP began to 
register their horror over Fr. Dan's 
applying strictly to Israel the analysis 
he began using against South Vietnam. 


A prominent rabbi denounced Fr. 


Dan. Then a prominent Protestant 
clergyman. And then a prominent 
Catholic theologian. To them Fr. Dan 
replied with great scorn, referring to 
them as an "ecumenical trio," "a 
troika of bigots in common cause." 
Whereupon Fr. Dan announced that he 
would not accept the prize: greatly 
relieving the trustees of PEP, who will 
now look for a follower of Gandhi who 
will 
distinguish 
between 
the 


undesirability of South Vietnamese 
sovereignty, and the desirability of 
Israeli sovereignty.

When the Six Day War broke out, and 


all the peace marchers temporarily 
deserted their stations to egg on Israel, 
Professor John Roche called'them 
"Doves for War." The contradiction 
aside —who now is unaware that the 
peace lobby is not available to advocate 
the surrender of Israel? — we have 
here, in the strident voice of Fr.

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Government dependent 
on oil firms for data

How much crude oil is pumped from 


the ground each day in the United 
Stales? How much is refined? What are 
the nation's oil inventories and untapped 
reserves? What about reserves and 
production abroad? 


The U.S. Government has to have this 


information lor policy decisions on the 
energy crisis. 


And this p| arm the administration in 


a strange position: It is dependent on the 
private oil companies for almost all its 
statistics about petroleum. 


The top dozen oil companies —mostly 


huge international firms —control each 
step of oil development, from drilling to 
mining to marketing. So the statistics 
they furnish are difficult to check as oil 
makes its way from the ground to the 
consumer. 


The major companies also produce 


natural gas and the statistics about nat- 
ural gas. Oil and natural gas provide 
two-thirds of the energy consumed by. 
Americans. 


The oil companies funnel their figures 


through the industry trade association, 
the American Petroleum Institute 
(API). The API then puts out a weekly 
statistical bulletin showing production 
and the stocks of fuel of different kinds 
all over the country. 


"Of course we use API figures," Duke 


R. Ligon, director of the Office of Oil and 
Gas in the Interior Department, said in 
a recent interview. 


Arab oil nations and other major pet- 


roleum exporting countries publish oil 
statistics. But these, too, come from the 
oil companies. Frequently, they're 
American firms. Texaco, Mobil, Exxon, 
Standard Oil of California and Gulf, for 
example, are major owners of Aramco, 
the big producing company in Saudi 
Arabia, and of "The Consortium," the 
major Iranian oil company. 


Oil industry critics such as Ralph 


Nader have charged that the giants of 
the oil industry have intensified the 
energy crisis by understating their

reserves and withholding oil from the 
market. 


The purpose? To push prices up, drive 


out independent competition and force a 
retreat from environmental laws, the 
critics charge. 


Sen. Adlai Stevenson, D-IUL, claimed 


recently that the oil industry has been 
keeping 1,000 offshore wells deliberately 
out of production in the Gulf of Mexico to 
drive up prices. 


The oil industry vehemently denies 


these charges. The chairman of Texaco 
Inc.. Maurice GranviUe, said. "Those of 
us hi the petroleum industry have been 
telling everyone for years that a serious 
energy shortage was developing." 


Charles E. Spahr, board chairman of 


The Standard Oil Company (Ohio) and 
board chairman of the API, said he is 
"becoming increasingly concerned by 
the growing number of charges made 
against the petroleum industry which 
have no factual support." 


Spahr specifically singled out those 


"who portray the industry and govern- 
ment as coconspirators against con- 
sumers. 
Traditionally, America's major oil 


companies have been close to the 
government. Executives have shuttled 
between the industry and the federal 
agencies co emed with oil. 


Ligon worked for Continental Oil 


Company before becoming director of 
the Interior Department's Office of Oil 
and Gas. 


His predecessor, Gene P. Morrell. was 


an oil-industry lawyer who became a 
vice president of the Lone Star Gas 
Company after government service. 


There has been a pattern of close 


relationships between regulators and 
regulated in other areas, but critics 
charge it is carried much further with oil 
because the major producers handle all 
aspects of the business, from exploration 
to retailing. 


When heating oil shortages became 


apparent last winter there were 
suggestions in Congress that the Nixon 
administration should gather its own 
statistics, but no such effort was made. 


The oil industry helps to shape the 


nation's oil policy in another way. The 
National Petroleum Council is made up 
of 119 oil-industry executives appointed 
by the Secretary of the Interior. The 
council's function is to advise the 
secretary on petroleum policy. 


The council's $800,000-a-year operat- 


ing budget is paid for by industry, and it 
oversees studies carried out by oil 
company employes. These studies are 
presented to the Government.

A 
volunteer worker went with her to the 
funeral home and helped her pick out 
a casket and make arrangements. 


These recent cases in St. Vincent de 


Paul, Inc. history exemplify the typical 
services this volunteer group has been 
providing the Appleton area for the 27 
years of its existence here. 


According to Jack Melzer, president 


of the group, the society attempts to 
supply necessary food, clothing and 
furniture for those unable to purchase 
it and to carry a full line of appliances, 
clothing and other items for the needy 
at low cost. 


The items are stored and sold at the 


group's store at 604 Valley Road, 
Menasha. The store has been in 
operation for 21 years and is main- 
tained by six conferences that are the 
basic structure of the service group. 


The conferences are based at area 


churches - St. Bernard, Sacred Heart, 
St. Therese, St. Thomas More and St. 
Mary, all of Appleton, and St. Mary of 
Menasha — in which 2 to 6 people 
provide monetary support and volun- 
teer help. 


When people seek heip from the 


group, two conference members go to 
the home and interview the people. If 
they are approved, the people are 
given coupons which they .can turn in 
at the store for clothing or furniture 
and food coupons which can be used 
for milk, meat and staples. Melzer 
emphasized that the people are gjven 
coupons to allow them to have some 
freedom of choice on what they'd like 


instead of being forced to accept 
something they may not want. 


The organization operates on private 


contributions. "The little bit that is 
made on store sales is used to pay the 
light and heat bills," said Metzler. 


Besides monetary contributions, 


people interested in helping the St. 
Vincent de Paul group may volunteer 
to sort and clean the clothing and other 
items donated to the store. About 60 
women volunteer about one day each 
week to work at the store. 


Women from St. Bernard's parish

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Nearly every 


grocery store chain in Wisconsin claims 
lower prices than its competitors, but 
that can never be. Atty. Gen. Robert 
Warren says he has convinced super- 
market officials to revise their adver- 
tising accordingly. 


It is important that advertising be 


accurate "not only to protect the con- 
sumer from deception, but also to pro- 
tect the merchant who is telling the 
truth," Warren had said when he 
revealed plans for the effort. 


Now, after a nine-month effort by the 


Justice Department's Division of Con- 
sumer Protection, several supermarket 
chains have agreed to revise food price 
advertising, Warren said. 


"The pattern is that almost every food 


store in our state, either directly or by 
implication, claims in its advertising 
that its prices are lower in comparison 
with other stores," he had said. "But the 
fact of the matter is that they cannot all 
be correct." 


The department asked five food chains 


to substantiate advertising slogans they 
were using such as "the underpricers," 
"where economy originates," and 
"mini-pricing saves you more money on 
name brand foods." 


Warren, in a Sunday newspaper storv, 


said Eagle, A & P, National-Del Farm, 
Red Owl, Arlans and Kmart officials 
agreed to remove the language from 
advertising which could be construed as 
misleading. 


He said the division was awaiting 


further substantiation of advertising 
claims made by Kohl's, but has ap- 
parently accepted Sentry's response. 


Sentry had replied that its slogans of 


"reducing your food costs is our 
business," and "value prices," were not 
price comparisons. 


"There has been good compliance, I 


think," the attorney general said. 
"We've gained considerable insight. We 
commend all of them for their cooperat- 
ion, realizing their position of competit- 
ion within the food industry."

So, on Dec 28, the Wbke House ack- 


nowledged it would not release the 
summanes (with the present intention 
to release merely a "white paper" 
describing them). 


Moreover, the White House mood now 


is to use the Dobrovir and Ervin in- 
cidents to deny all tapes to the Senate 
committee while making them available 
to the House Judiciary Committee's 
impeachment proceedings. Some Nixon 
men regard the House committee under 
Rep. 
Peter Rodino of New Jersey as 


bulkier, less united and vastly more 
partisan than Ervin's and, therefore, a 
less formidable antagonist. 


Will five critics a fight 


But the hard-liners now at San 


Clemente are seeking much more. They 
want a new posture by Mr. Nixon that 
will threaten every critic with the poli- 
tical fight of his life. Had this policy 
been in effect in 1973, Ervin's inves- 
tigation would have earned him a brutal 
assault on his own ethics. 


Taking a hard line, however, cannot 


stop the inexorable process now under- 
way: 
grand jury indictments, trials 


and-most important-4he House im- 
peachment proceedings. 


The hard-line advisers concede this. 


But they are convinced that Mr. Nixon 
will never be voted out of office by the 
Senate, will never resign and would 
prefer weathering the storm inside 
rather than outside the White House. 


They know he will suffer grievous 


wounds in the process. But in San 
Clemente, they are now urging him to 
also inflict some in return and thereby 
reduce the number and ardor of his 
enemies ("We want a quartet instead of 
a choir against us," says one). If the 
President follows their counsel, the 
ugliest days of Watergate lie ahead.

(1) You must work as a team if you 


are married-and you must also work as 
a team if you are simply living together. 
(Both ways of life are covered in this 
week's series.) Your plan must be a 
joint project and you must talk about a 
wide variety of things before trying to 
put down a single figure about income 
or outgo. 


(2) You must provide for personal 


allowances in your plan-and let each 
person decide what to do with his or her 
own allotment. None of you should have 
to account for every cent of your 
allowance. Nor should a wife at home be 
asked to submit an item-by-item 
explanation of what happened to the 
food money. Never permit a budget to 
become a straitjacket—or it will surely 
fail.
